In the Autumn of 1954, Beatie Bryant (Horrocks) returns to her 
family home in Norfolk having lived with her boyfriend, Ronnie, 
in London. She spends the first night with her sister, Jenny 
(Imelda Staunton), and brother-in-law Jimmy (Timothy Spall) 
before reaching her parents' house, where she finds her 

mother (Pam Ferris) in the midst of the domestic chores. 


Ronnie has tried to educate her and make her interested in 
cultural things, and she tries to pass on to her family what 

he has taught her. His views have made her despise her family's 
unthinking low-brow conservatism. But they are not interested 
in the likes of culture and politics. Beatie soon discovers 

her own individual personality - her own voice - which is no 
longer an echo of Ronnie. 


'Roots' is the second play in Arnold Wesker's famous trilogy, 
and was first performed at London's Royal Court Theatre in 
1959. This production is directed by Simon Curtis. 


Pam Ferris warns that there is a world of difference between 
warm-hearted, well-adjusted Ma Larkin from 'The Darling Buds 
Of May' and the apparently rock-solid Mrs Bryant. "It might 
seem from the outside that she is a tower of strength, but 

I know her inside out and, in reality, she is driven by 
insecurities. She is a frightened, lonely woman living in 
isolation with a husband to whom she hardly speaks."

MUSIC ON 2: GLIMPSES OF PARADISE 


1992 has been a hectic year for John Tavener. Still recovering 
from major heart surgery, his hymn to the Mother of God, "The 
Protecting Veil", for cello and string orchestra, is not only 
among this year's best-selling contemporary classical CDs but has 
also recently been awarded the Gramophone Award for Best 
Contemporary Recording. His new opera, "Mary Of Egypt", was 
premiered at Aldeburgh in June, and a new large-scale choral work, 
"We Shall See Him As He Is", was unveiled at the Chester Festival 
and also performed at the Proms. 'Music On 2' on Saturday, 
November 28, tells his story. 


Geoffrey Haydon's film, 'Glimpses Of Paradise', takes the form 
of a concise spiritual biography, dwelling on the composer's 
inner life during his journey from Anglicanism to the Eastern 
Orthodox Church, which he joined in 1977. 


The Abbess of the Greek Orthodox Monastery of the Assumption on 
the Yorkshire Moors, Mother Thekla, has been Tavener's spiritual 
mentor since 1985 and also his librettist. This film provides an 
inside view of their collaboration during the creation of "Mary 
Of Egypt" which they refer to as "a moving icon", not an opera. 


Geoffrey Haydon comments: "Lest it should be imagined that Tavener 
lives in hair-shirted seclusion, the film ends with a scene from 
the party the composer gave to celebrate his rescue from near 
death by heart surgeon Sir Magdi Yacoub." 


In the heady days of the '60s, when Tavener was a friend of the 
Beatles, Geoffrey Haydon made the first-ever film on the composer 
and excerpts from this are included in his latest film as are 
sections from key Tavener works, specially filmed for 'Glimpses 

Of Paradise'. The programme, an independent production for BBC-tv 
by Third Eye, was originally scheduled for Saturday, October 31.

"Everyman: Lost Boys' on Sunday, November 29, explores 
what happens when a man grows up without a father, either 
physically or emotionally. 


Producer Janna Letts' film shines a light on this everyday 
but potent relationship - that of father and son - through 
the stories of three men, Roger, David and John. Men are 
strangely silent about their relationships with their 
fathers - the recent emphasis on fathering has been about 
the new father and his child, not on what it was like during 
his own childhood. 


John, David and Roger talk with affection and understanding 
about the role their fathers played in their lives. John 

had a very loving relationship with his father but he died 
when he was a teenager. David's father left home and Roger's 
father, although there throughout his childhood, was 
emotionally absent. 


"This is not a film about blame," says Janna Letts. "Our 
ideas about fathering are changing. The good father of the 
'50s was a man who worked hard, provided for his family and 
was the voice of discipline. But his son needed more. He 
wanted his approval, his love and his guidance in what 

it was to be a man.” 


Now adults, Roger, David and John reflect on how their 
experiences have shaped the way in which they relate to 

women and to other men. But can a father ever be good enough? 
Roger says: "I think boys want their fathers to be all 

sorts of things that can't be embodied in one man - we might 
want affection, love and tenderness and also a certain amount 
of heroism and infallibility, and that's impossible." 


""Lost Boys' is a film about us all," says Janna Letts. 
"These men are our brothers, our friends, ourselves and the 
fathers of our children."

The season of Advent is marked with a new, five-part series 
of Music Videos from BBC-tv Religious Programmes in 'The Cry', 
beginning on Sunday, November 29. As with a previously 
highly-acclaimed series of ‘The Cry' in 1989, spanning the 
events of Easter, five composers are commissioned to write 

a short piece of music and select images to go with them to 
express their response to the day of transmission. 


The programmes are being transmitted on the four Sundays of 
Advent and on Christmas Day, and each consists of a 
documentary-style introduction to the composer, followed by 
their music video. "Because these commissions are from BBC-tv 
and not from churches, the composers have felt less constrained 
in expressing their inner feelings and have adapted well to 

the idea of doubling the number of colours on their palette 

by the use of images as well as music," says producer 
Christopher Mann. 


Today's composer is Philip Wilby of Leeds with 'The Cry Of 
Iona'. "This music video is about as far as you can get 
from a pretty Christingle service," says Mann, "and marks 
the beginning of Advent in a truly apocalyptic way." 


Philip Wilby, a Northern composer, is passionately 

involved with miners and colliery bands, and uses large 
brass and woodwind forces for his music video. Philip makes 
frequent pilgrimages to the Hebridian island of Iona - a 
place he feels is his spiritual home. 


"Philip feels that the timeless message of Christianity, 
brought to Iona by St Columba in the sixth century, is as 
vividly relevant today as it ever was," says Mann. "Philip 
weaves a devastating web of primordial sounds, wild vistas, 
newsreel footage and video effects to produce an Advent 
challenge to all of us."

REALMS OF THE RUSSIAN BEAR 


With a high of 60 degrees C, Badkhyz Nature Reserve on the 
borders of Iran and Afghanistan is one of the hottest places 
in the former Soviet Union. This, and the other extraordinary 
lands of Central Asia, are the setting for 'The Red Deserts', 
part of Nikolai Drozdov's travels in the 'Realms Of The 
Russian Bear' on Sunday, November 29. 


"Badkhyz is the 'East Africa’ of the series," says producer 
Nigel Marven. "It's home to herds of djeran (goitred 
gazelles), and it's the last refuge of kulan (wild asses), 
which were shot nearly to extinction for meat but whose 
numbers are now at 2,000. It also boasts the former Soviet 
Union's largest lizard - the 3-metre long monitor." 


In the Spring, the desert is covered with swards of poppies 
and tulips (ancestors of the garden tulip) and Horsfield's 
tortoises hurry to mate and lay their eggs before it gets 
too hot. In Autumn, pistachio trees provide a bonanza of 
nuts for giant gerbils (three times the size of the popular 
pets) which, in turn, are preyed on by eagle owls. 


Further North, in the republic of Turkmenistan, the Repetek 
Biosphere Reserve has its own unique wildlife, including 
igama lizards, which signal by waggling their tales, and 
big-eared hedgehogs, which move like clockwork toys. 


And, says Nigel Marven, there's also the saw-scale viper - 
the country's most venomous snake - and comb-tailed gerboas, 
which look like mice on stilts!

THE RICHARD DIMBLEBY LECTURE: THE JUDICIARY IN THE NINETIES 


The Lord Chief Justice, Lord Taylor of Gosforth, delivers 'The 
1992 Richard Dimbleby Lecture’ on Monday, November 30. The 
Lecture, recorded at the Banqueting Hall, Westminster, focuses 
on 'The Judiciary In The Nineties’. 


Lord Taylor took over from the previous Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Lane, in April of this year, at a critical time in the 
evolution of the judicial system. Described as a liberal, 

he has already spoken openly about the need for reforms to 

the legal system to avoid miscarriages of justice such as 

the cases of the Birmingham Six, the Guildford Four and that of 
Judith Ward. He has argued for the greater accessibility of 
judges and, in a widely-quoted remark, has stated that judges 
should "probably shed their wigs and robes". 


Anne Tyerman, executive producer:of 'The Dimbleby Lecture', 

says: "Lord Taylor has already shown himself to be an 

outspoken and innovative Lord Chief Justice and is expected 

to be something of a new broom. Following the widely-publicised 
appeals of recent years, notably against IRA terrorist convictions, 
it could be claimed that there is a crisis of confidence in 

the legal system, and that people will be looking to Lord 

Taylor to restore public faith in the justice system." 


Peter Taylor was born in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, the son of a 
doctor, and at one time thought of becoming a concert pianist. 
He was called to the Bar in 1954, attracting attention as 
prosecutor at the trial of architect John Poulson in the 1970s. 
He also led for the prosecution at the Old Bailey trial of 
Jeremy Thorpe in 1979. He conducted the Hillsborough inquiry 
which,. among its 76 recommendations, called on the Football 
League clubs to provide all-seating accommodation by August, 
1999. Lord Taylor is married, with four children. On a recent 
appearance on Radio 4's 'Desert Island Discs', with Sue Lawley, 
he chose a grand piano as his luxury. 


The Richard Dimbleby Lecture began in 1972 in memory of the 

late broadcaster. Past lecturers have included the Rt Hon 

Roy Jenkins (1979), Lord Denning (1980), The Duke Of Edinburgh (1989) 
and Helmut Schmidt (1990).

As police efficiency comes under scrutiny by the Home Office, 
'Troubleshooter'Sir John Harvey-Jones sets off to visit a 
force with a painful recent history in 'Charge The Guns...' 

on Tuesday, December 1. The Hillsborough disaster of 1989, 

on top of the miners' strike, has left South Yorkshire Police 
with a legacy of low morale and poor relations with the public. 


Two years ago a new Chief Constable, Richard Wells, was 
appointed with a remit to turn things around. He has come 
out strongly in favour of "openness and honesty", publishing 
a variety of mission statements for his force of almost 4,000 
employees. At their invitation, Sir John takes a close look 
at the organisation of the force, travelling down through 
layers of management to police stations, the panda car and 
the beat. He finds a number of enthusiastic police personnel 
at all levels, anxious for change on the ground. 


At Woodseats Police Station, in Sheffield, he meets the 
Superintendent in charge who is barely allowed to buy a 
notice-board or a can of paint - let alone manage the 
multi-million pound budget the way he wants. Frustration is 
high as the police see time and money wasted. Morale-boosting 
and public relations are not enough. 


In an organisation he regards as top heavy, Sir John finds a 
whole layer of management for which he sees little need. 
Many of the financial and structural constraints, it's true, 
are imposed by the Home Office and the police authority. 
But Sir John's advice to the Chief Constable is unequivocal. 


"It is possible to break through the myriad controls and 
Masters that you have to serve, but it is only possible if 
you charge the guns," he says.

ASSIGNMENT: NIGERIA - GIANT ON TRIAL 


Nine years ago, a military coup was welcomed by Nigerians who 
had grown tired of the corruption and ineptitude of their 
preceding governments. Now, Nobel prize-winning novelist 
Wole Soyinka reports for 'Assignment' on Tuesday, December 

1 that there is an equal weariness with the present military 
regime. 


December 5 should have seen a Presidential election - the 
culmination of a democratic process, based on the American 
model, which had been initiated by current President General 
Ibrahim Babangida. In a unique experiment in democracy, two 
parties were created by the government artificially - "one 

a bit to the left and one a bit to the right of the centre" 
says the President. He created a two-party system for fear 
that a free-for-all party system would divide the country 
along the traditional lines of cleavage - class, race and 
geography. Many of his critics argue that this blatant 
intervention in the evolution of democracy makes a mockery 

of what the President wants to achieve. Soyinka speaks to 
the President's supporters, who claim that intervention is 
the only way to ensure that the transition works. They point 
to other African countries where racially-based parties have 
been formed and violent conflict is beginning to look inevitable. 


An artificial party system is not the only aspect of Babangida's 
new democratic institutions that has come under fire. The 
elections are fought on a so-called "open-ballot system", 

where voters line up for counting under a poster of their 

chosen candidate. But the primaries, out of which two candidates 
for the Presidency should have emerged, were declared void when 
the government said massive rigging had taken place. 


Wole Soyinka asks whether Babangida, described as the "Maradonna of Nigerian 
politics", can fulfil what he terms his "historic mission", send his soldiers 
back to the barracks and show the rest of Africa the way back to democracy.

"It's not a normal life as a lighthouse keeper, it's almost 
like going into a monastery - you are voluntarily isolating 
yourself from your family and friends for a month at a time... 
You've got to be a bit of a Jekyll and Hyde." 


Despite the drawbacks, Tony and his colleagues are very 
much a part of the sea-going community and deeply regret 
the erosion of their livelihood. The Elder Brethren of the 
Corporation of Trinity House is gradually automating the 

82 lighthouses for which it is responsible around the coast 
of England and Wales. Only three lighthouses on rocks out 
at sea actually have keepers looking after the light and 
watching the ocean - a human presence in dangerous waters. 


Tony says: "We look out to sea principally to maintain 

good visibility, but because you're looking out you're going 
to have a good old gander round. I wouldn't like to put a 
number on how many lives have been saved by keepers spotting 
red flares." 


Tony and his two fellow keepers, Gordon Medleycot and 

Jerry Sherwood, work 28 days on the lighthouse and then have 
28 days at home with their families. Preparation for work 
starts a week ahead - a month's food has to be bought, 
clothes have to be packed, bills have to be paid and 
families have to come to terms with their leaving. 


"It's a much lonelier life for wives - Tony's got two other 
chaps with him all the time. I'm stuck in a flat on my own," 
says Tony's wife Alison.

One of the Ashmolean's masterpieces, "The Forest Fire" by Piero 
di Cosimo, also catches her eye. "Piero was a very weird man. 
He was so passionately committed to his art that he lived on 
boiled eggs which he cooked 50 at a time, so he could apply all 
his concentration to his art." 


Finally, Sister Wendy turns her artistic eye to the last 

picture painted by Claude, "Ascanius And The Sacred Stag". 

In shooting a sacred stag, Ascanius started the Trojan Wars and 
arcadia was lost. Sister Wendy notes the universal implications 
of the story, which reveals that everyone has the power to destroy 
their own happiness. Claude depicts the tension of the moment 
before Ascanius shoots the arrow.

THE LIVING GARDEN 

There's talk of cabbages and slugs in 'Healthy Living', 
the third in 'The Living Garden' series on Friday, 
December 4, when Geoff Hamilton has some tips for ensuring 
that the gardener gets first bite of his own produce. 


To get an idea of the extent and range of creatures on hand 
to nibble, Geoff visits a small suburban garden in Leicester 
where, over the last 20 years, 1,800 different species of 
bugs and "beasties" have been precisely identified - many 
of whom are useful and attractive. 


There's a close look at black beetles which, at night, dine 
royally on a diet of slugs. The slug is seized in sharp 
cutting jaws, fighting back with a milky slime that beetles 
find less than tasty. But the victorious beetle eventually 
lifts its victim above its head before dragging off the body 
to tear it into bite-sized pieces. Planting a field of 
cabbages is tantamount to putting up a big sign inviting 
the cabbage white butterfly to choose that patch as a larder 
for its caterpillars. Gardeners tend to plant in the same 
way, with their vegetables clustered together in one tasty 
patch. Geoff suggests that the worst depredations of 
marauding insects and caterpillars can be avoided by more 
cunningly-varied planting. 


Geoff looks at some deterrents - like a bacterium which 
will attack all, and only, caterpillars. He's keen to 
point out the extent to which an understanding of the 
biology of the enemy is the key to their defeat - and tries 
out an ultimate deterrent when he tests a high-tech 
solar-powered electric fence designed to keep marauding 
slugs and snails at bay.
